ABSTRACT RETURN: IRISH REPRODUCTIVE LOAN FUNDS. 



4. — RETURN of the Bye-Laws and Regulations made under the Authority of the 
Royal Charter incorporating the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund Institution, 
by which it is proposed that the Trustees in Ireland should hereafter be bound. 



Preamble. 

Paragraph 1. This Corporation is established for managing the Funds originally granted 
(together with all the additions that have been subsequently made) by the Irish Relief Com- 
mittee of 1822. 

2. The object of the Corporation is to lend small sums of money to the industrious classes 
residing in the provinces of Munster and Connaught, for short periods, at a moderate rate of 
interest, and to receive back the amounts lent by instalments or otherwise as may be agreed 
on. 

3. The interests of the Corporation in Ireland are confided to the care of Ten County 
Boards of Trustees ; viz. one for Leitrim, Roscommon, Sligo, Mayo, Galway, Clare, Lime- 
rick, Cork, Kerry and Tipperary. 

4. The power of appointing and removing the members of these Boards of Trustees is 
vested in the Corporation solely. 

5. By the following approved Code of Regulations and Instructions it is resolved and 
agreed : 

Regulations. 



1st. That the jurisdiction of each Board shall be confined to the county for which the 
appointment was originally made ; each County Board is to consist of not less than Nine 
Trustees, three of whom shall suffice for the transaction of ordinary, but five for special busi- 
ness ; a Treasurer, an official Clerk and an Inspector (from whom securities will be required) 
shall be nominated by each respective Board, subject to the approval of the Corporation. 

2d. The Trustee meetings shall be held by adjournment or by special appointment ; not 
less than Three days’ notice of the time and place of meeting being given by the Secretary to 
each Trustee. 



3d. All questions shall be decided by vote, and, in case of equality, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall have a casting vote. 

4th. The Trustees shall derive no personal benefit from the transactions of the Institution. 

5th. The Fund shall be brought within the reach of the applicants through the agency of 
Local Committees, from whom the Boards of Trustees shall take security for the repay- 
ment, with interest, of all sums of money advanced to them, in accordance with the Form 
(A.) of Note annexed. 

6th. All applications from Local Committees for loans shall be received and considered by 
the respective County Boards, who shall decide upon the expediency of granting or refusing 
the said applications, as well as upon the propriety of accepting or rejecting the proffered 
sureties. 

7th. The Boards of Trustees shall require the Local Committees to keep accounts in the 
form already prescribed, and shall call for copies thereof from time to time, as may be 
required. 

8th. The period for which each loan is granted shall never exceed twelve months. 

9th. The Notes to be given by the Local Committees to the Trustees shall he signed by 
an applicant and two sureties, and made payable to the Treasurer or Secretary of the County 
Board ; and no Note shall be taken for a arger sum than 100 1. 

10th. The Trustees shall fix the rate of interest to be charged upon the loans to the Local 
Committees, who shall name the rate to be paid by individual borrowers, subject to the 
approbation of the County Trustees. 

11th The Trustees shall cause an inspection to be made of the minutes of proceedings and 
statements of accounts of their several Local Committees, at some period most convenient 
in every year. 

12th The Trustees shall submit their books, notes and documents to the examination of 
the Governors of the Corporation, or their agents, whenever required so to do, and shall 
receive and carry into effect all the instructions and regulations which the Governors may 
from time to time provide and transmit for their observation and guidance. 

13th. The Trustees shall, within twenty-one days after the 31st of December in each year, 
prepare an Abstract and Report of their accounts and proceedings up to the said 31st of 
December, and send copies thereof, properly vouched (including a classified list, showing 
the number and description of borrowers, with the amount issued to each class), to the 
Secretary of the Corporation, London, pursuant to the form already furnished. 

14th Bv the provisions of the amended Loan Act, the Trustees are restricted from raising, 
receiving or managing funds borrowed upon debenture, but they may augment their 
capital, by accepting any donation or legacy that may be (unconditionally) given. 
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15th. It is also provided by the Charter, that all the profits which may accrue to the 
Corporation, after the payment of the incidental charges and expenses, shall be added to the 
capital, for the purpose of being re-issued by way of loan, and thus increasing the value and 
utility of the Institution. 

16 th. These Regulations shall be entered on the Minutes of the Proceedings of each 
County Board.

Bye-Laws and Amendments to the Regulations of the Irish Reproductive Loan 
Fund Institution, dated 12th December 1844 ; and additional Rules and Regula- 
tions, enacted on 25th March 1847, under the Provisions of the Royal Charter granted 
to the above Institution, to be followed by the Trustees and the Associations in 
Ireland in connexion therewith. 

1. In Rule 9, after the word “ Treasurer,” omit the words “ or Secretary.” 

2. In Rule 11, after the word “ Committees,” omit the words “ at some period most 
convenient in every year,” and insert “ at least four times in every year, at intervals never 
exceeding three months.” 

3. The offices of Secretary to the Trustees and Inspector of Local Associations in each 
county shall be united into one ; and such office shall be held by a salaried officer. 

4. The duties to be discharged by the Secretary to the Trustees and Inspector of Local 
Associations shall be strictly confined to those of a Secretary and Inspector; and in no case 
shall the person holding such office act as a Cashier, or be entrusted with the custody of 
the money of the Corporation. 

5. In no case shall the Secretary to the Trustees and Inspector of Local Associations hold 
any office in any of the Local Associations, nor in any way be concerned in their manage- 
ment. 

6. The Inspector shall make a detailed Report in writing to the Trustees, of each of 
his periodical inspections, in which he shall set forth a Statement, in the form to be 
prescribed, of the amount of outstanding loans by each Association, on the date of his 
prior inspection, and such as he shall have found them at the inspection on which he is 
then reporting ; also, and in a similar manner to the above, he shall set forth a Statement, 
showing the amount of arrears on expired loans, and another Statement of the amount 
of arrears of instalments on existing loans at such periods, so as, in each case, to make 
a comparative Statement with the loan accounts on the preceding inspection. 

He shall also report, in the form prescribed by the Governors of the Institution, the 
total number and amount of loans granted at each issue by each Local Association, with 
the dates thereto ; also, the total amounts of the periodical repayments to each of the Local 
Associations by its borrowers. 

He shall cast up the total of each column in the loan ledgers, and if the entries therein 
are posted from a cashbook, he shall see that the transfers have been correctly made • 
and shall see that the arrears on the expired loans are properly carried out into an arrear 
account, as soon as the period expires for which the loan was granted. 

He shall also see that the interest and fines, and amount for sale of rules and 
application papers, cards, &c., stated to have been received by the Local Associations, 
correspond with the number and amount of loans made and instalments omitted. 

7 - A C0 Py eac h Inspection Report shall be transmitted to the Governors in London 
certified to be a true copy by the Chairman of the Trustees. 

8. It. shall also be the duty of the Inspectors of Local Associations to make themselves 
conversant with the provisions of the Acts of Parliament relating to the operations of 

the 
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the Institution, so as to report to the Trustees for the county where the legal forms are 
not complied with, and convey such information and instruction from them to the Local 
Associations as may be necessary ; and they shall also check any proceedings which shall 
not be strictly in conformity to the express enactments of the Acts 6 & 7 Viet. c. 91, 
and 7 & 8 Viet. c. 38, by reporting the same without delay to the Trustees; but, in cases 
where there may occur questions of interpretation as to the construing of points not 
specially enacted, he shall not give any definite instructions, without first submitting the 
matter to the Court of the Corporation in London, through their Secretary. 

9. That no Secretary to the Trustees and Inspector of Local Associations shall in any 
way be concerned in any private speculation with any member or officer or surety of the 
Local Associations, nor shall he in any way, directly or indirectly, receive any fee or reward 
from anv Local Association or borrower, or cause to be used to his individual benefit any 
portion 'of the funds of the Corporation, other than such as shall be paid to him as a fixed 
rate of salary by the Board of Trustees. 

10. No Secretary, Clerk or other paid officer of the Trustees shall be allowed to act in 
distributing the funds of the Corporation, either by making loans to associations or indi- 
viduals, or investing balances, or in any way applying such funds, except authorized to do 
so by especial minute of the Trustees in conformity to the Rules and Regulations, and such 
minute shall state the exact sum to be disposed of, and the names of the party or object to 
which it is to be applied. 

11 . The Trustees shall hold at least four meetings in the year at periods never exceeding 
three months, at which quarterly meetings the Inspector of Local Associations shall submit 
two copies of his Inspection Report on' the Local Associations in the county, dated and 
signed by himself, one of which copies shall be dated and signed by the Chairman, to 
identify its having been read at the meeting, and shall then be deposited with the 
Records of the Trustees, and the other shall also be dated and signed by the Chairman, to 
certify its being a correct copy of the former, and shall then be forwarded to the Secretary to 
the Corporation, for the information of the Court of the Institution, 

12. To constitute a legal meeting of the Trustees, all the Trustees shall be given 
notice of the meeting, and of the business to be disposed of, by letter signed either by the 
Secretary of the Corporation, by the Secretary to the Trustees, or some one of the Trustees, 
and in the two latter cases, it shall be necessary tor a copy of such notice, and the names 
and addresses of the parties to whom sent, to be duly entered in the letter book at the 
office of the Trustees ; if signed by the Secretary to the Trustees, to be entered before for- 
warding the same, and if signed by a Trustee, the entry may be made at the meeting 
thereby convened, but not after. 

13 . A printed Form (Form herewith) shall be used, on which shall be recorded the dates 
and entries above referred to, and the resolution of the Trustees shall be made at foot 
thereof. 

14 . After each meeting of the Trustees their Secretary shall transmit to the Governors in 
London a copy of the minutes of such meeting in the form prescribed, and certified by the 
Chairman and Secretary to be a true copy. 

15. In consequence of the irregularities arising out of the production of overdue Notes of 
Associations as vouchers, the Governors must require a strict compliance to the Regula- 
tions of 12 th December 1844 in this respect, and therefore after the 31st December 1846 
all Notes which shall become due, and shall not be renewed, must be discharged by pay- 
ment in cash ; and if such be not done within the fourth week from the date of the expira- 
tion of the Note, the Trustees must forthwith take legal means to enforce the payment to 
them in cash without delay. 

16 After the ensuing audit, all Notes passed by Local Associations to the Trustees 
must’ be made payable on 31st December in each year, and, therefore, when a loan is 
first granted to an Association, it must not exceed, in the first instance, the period from 
the granting of it to the 31st December in the same year, and in cases of subsequent 
renewal of the Notes, the period must be from 1st January to the 31st December in each 



17 Considerable confusion having occurred in some counties, from money transactions 
on the security of Notes of prior dates to such transactions, in future no advances are to be 
made on notes of a prior date to such advances, but each loan to an Association must be 
represented by a fresh Security Note connected with such transaction only. 

18. All the Notes given by the Local Associations and Secretaries for the funds of the 
Corporation shall be kept in the custody of the Trustees. 

19 When it shall become necessary for the recovery of the money by legal proceed- 
ings 'or otherwise that any Security Note shall be placed out of the immediate custody ot 
the Trustee or Trustees appointed to hold it, the same, and the full particulars of the case, 
shall be first entered on the minutes of a meeting of the Trustees, and he or they shall not 
part with such securities or property in his or their custody, without the authority so to do 
of such meeting, according to the rules and regulations m force for the guidance of the 

Trustees. . . . . , 

20 To prevent the detention of the money by the Local Associations, without either pay- 
ing. interest or renewing the Notes, the interest in future must be taken by way of discount, 
namely 6 on the receipt by the Trustees of a Note for 100 l. payable twelve months after date 
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(or for a shorter period, as the case may be), the Trustees shall advance the amount of the 
Note, less the interest to be repaid by the Local Association. 

21 . The salaries of the Secretaries and Inspector shall be paid yearly , unless there be a 
sufficient interest collected from the Local Associations to meet all th? expenses of the 
Trustees quarterly, in which case they may receive their salaries quarterly, so that the funds 
under the Trustees shall maintain their management out of the interest, and not out of the 
principal, which should be out in loans. 

22. When it shall be expedient to form a Local Association, the Trustees shall, before 
advancing the money, require the parties to transmit to them a copy of a Resolution, 
signed by Chairman and Secretary, resolving themselves into a Committee, and applying to 
the Governors for a certificate under the seal of the Corporation, with a copy of the Rules 
and Regulations they mean to follow, in which shall be clearly set forth the actual sum to 
be charged upon every lL they propose to lend, with the time for which the loan shall be 
made, and the amount of each instalment by which the loan will be repaid ; and when 
the Trustees have perused the same, they shall transmit these Resolutions and Rules, with 
their opinion thereon, to the Secretary to the Corporation, to be laid before the Governors, 
when, if they shall find them to be in conformity with the Regulations of the Institution, 
they will be handed to a barrister to certify as being in conformity to law, and then 
returned to the Trustees to act on, should they be satisfied with the respectability and 
solvency of the parties offering their Promissory Note to them as a guarantee for the 
money. 

23. With each set of Rules shall be handed to the Trustees the sum of 1 1. is., to be 
placed to the credit of the Governors, who will have to pay that amount to the certifying 
barrister, out of which sum, if the Local Association shall obtain a loan from the Trustees’, 
they may refund themselves out of the profits of the money, but not out of the principal 
advanced them by the Trustees. 

24. When the Trustees have considered the application of the Local Association, and 
satisfied themselves with the respectability and solvency of the sureties, and ascertained 
that the proposed Association is not debarred by law from holding funds of the Corpora- 
tion, they shall pass a resolution to that effect, and grant the money ; and forthwith apply 
to the Governors to grant the certificate applied for by the Association, so as to legalize 
its operations. 

25. With respect to Local Associations now.working with the funds of the Corporation, 

a similar course to the above must be adopted to obtain their certificate, with as little delay 
as possible. J 



26. Every Local Association must consist of at least three persons signing the Note 
payable to the Trustees within a period not exceeding twelvemonths, according to these 
Regulations, and such parties shall be the managers of the Association, one of the above 
parties to be the Treasurer, appointed by themselves, who shall keep in his possession all 
balances unemployed. 



The above three sureties to have power individually or collectively (as they may agree 
among themselves) of deciding on the applicants who shall receive loans, but in no case 
shall any but the sureties to the Trustees be allowed to grant loans, nor shall they have the 
power of delegating this duty to their clerk. 

27. Each Local Association shall have a paid clerk, whose duty it shall be to keep the 
books, and if the managers of the Association allow him, he may receive the instalments 
payable by the borrowers, but in this case he shall give sufficient security, in himself and 
two sureties, but iii no case shall he be the party handing the money to the borrowers, 
which should always be done by one of the managers. 

i 28 ' , forni 111 ' v,1 ‘ch the loan ledger and accounts of the Local Association shall be 
kept shall be prescribed by the Governors of the Corporation. 

29. No Local Association shall grant a loan to a borrower for more than 10 1. as limited 
by the Act of Parliament, and in no case for a period exceeding twelvemonths: nor 
shall any loan be granted without two sureties besides the borrower, who shall all three 
sign the Security Note, which shall be made payable in the whole amount, in the event of 
any default, according to the form prescribed in the Schedule to the Act 6 & 7 Viet, c 91 
for that purpose. * *

35. All the yearly and other accounts and returns to be rendered ,by the Local Asso- 
ciations to the Trustees, or by the Trustees to the Governors, for the purpose of affording 
to Parliament the information required under the Act, shall be declared by the Chairman 
and Secretary of each Association, or by the Trustees, before a Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace, or Master in Chancery, as circumstances may render most convenient, in a similar 
manner to all public accounts. 

36. Information of any change of members or officers of the Local Associations shall 
be transmitted immediately to "the Governors, that a corresponding information may be 
forwarded to the Government at Dublin Castle, pursuant to the Act. 

37. To 10th Rule add — 

“ Who shall endeavour to ascertain the lowest rate of interest required by. the 
Local Associations to pay the interest on the ‘ Notes, and the expenses of 
management.’ ” 

38. Every Party or Association in connexion with the Institution shall expose to public 
view in the public thoroughfare during the hours of business their Rules, plainly written in 
White Roman characters in oil paint on a black board, and at foot thereof such of the Clauses 
of the Act of Parliament as the Governors may from time to time direct to be inserted 
thereon. 

39. No Trustee, Party, nor Association in connexion with the Irish Reproductive Loan 
Fund Institution shall be at liberty to produce any certificate of such connexion, or 
claim any of its rights and remedies conveyed by such certificate or connexion, without 
first (and prior to proceeding to charge any borrower with a debt) making a declaration 
before the Magistrate or other Justice, m an audible tone to all present, that none of the 
money lent to the borrower was directly or indirectly applied to his individual benefit, 
or to that of any officer or officers of the Association, nor that it was applied in the 
purchase of any article from himself, or to his knowledge from any other officer or 
officers of the Trustees, Party or Association having lent the money. 

40. No act of a Trustee, Party, nor Association for the recovery of money lent by them 
shall be deemed to be a public act under the powers, rights and remedies conveyed to 
them by the Royal Charter, without first, and prior to taking such proceedings, exhibiting 
for the inspection of the Magistrate, Justice or public officer, whose assistance they arc 
seeking, the certificate granted to them under the said Charter, subsequently to the 
enactments of the foregoing Bye-Laws.
